And, of course, not one of the promi¬ 
nent individuals who make up this book would have accepted his cartoon, 
unless it showed him as embodying all of these desirable attributes, making 
him truly a veritable captain of industry. 

To his credit be it said, Brink never faltered. Sustained by a courage 
that excites one’s highest admiration, he went on persistently, night and day, 
spilling gallons of ink that future generations yet unborn, might have a com¬ 
prehensive idea of the appearance and character of the men who, early in the 
twentieth century, were busily engaged in the laudable occupation of making 
Toledo go. 

Now that his arduous labor of love (to say nothing of the slight emolu¬ 
ments referred to above) is finished, he points with justifiable pride to a 
galaxy of men than whom there are none whose ability is greater, whose 
integrity is stronger, who have a deeper, more practical, more unselfish, or 
more loyal devotion to the great city for whose glories they are in so large a 
measure responsible.
